Storm General Over Couolry and 


Much Damage and Suffer- ° 


log Results. 


Newark and Central Ohio were visit- 


ed ^Wednesday evening and Thursday 
b'y-'.:'tiie highest 'Wind storm in -recent 
yearsj following the change, in 
the 


weather Tuesday night. 


A cold- rain Wednesday made slush 


of the three .01- four-inches, of snow 
which fell during Tuesday night. The 
temperature l)egan to fall in the after- 
noon and before 8 o'clock the slush 
was turned into rougn Ice. 


A _fierce, gale which arose about 5 


o'clock increased in fury until it. ex- 
ceeded , anything on record in recent 
years. 


About 4 .o'clock Wednesday 
after- 


noon the wind caused a short circuit, 
on ' the high tension wire of the New- j 
ark 'sub-station which furnishes 
the 


power for the -Newark street car sys- 
tem. From 4 until 7 the street car 
service --was .erratic, all tlie cars moving 
along at-a. snail's pace. 
About 7:10j 


the trouble was remedied and-the reg- 
ular' schedule was resumed and no 
further trouble, was experienced witn 
the.city cars. 


The. storm caused some trouble on 


the interurban lines between Newark.1 
and'Columbus and several''of the cars 
caught between this city and Colum- 
bus were delayed several hours. 
.•About 8:05, a large tree near Hag- 
gerty's, east of Black 
Hand, 
blew 


across the'high-.tension and 
trolley 


wire breaking.both. About. 1,5,00 feet 
of ..the trolley wire 'was broken down"! 
and traffic on- the east end was aband- 
.oned until after midnight. 
•',' The repair crew was .hurried to' the 
scene;of the';trouble, and. worked dili- 
genlly to repair the break. This was 
accomplished shortly after midnight 
and the traffic was resumed this morn- 
ing. 
.Pedestrians found 
walking almost 


impossible last evening and many at-1 
tending the theatres had a hard time! 
in '.reaching their homes after the per- 
formances. -Shortly after midnight a 
strong, gale sprung up carrying the 
falling snow with blinding force into 
the faces of late pedestrians. 
Many 1 


would not brave the elements and re-' 
mained all night at the uptown hotels, i' 


Taxi-cabs and auto liveries were in! 


demand and chauffeurs were on duty 
most of the night. A number of ma- 
chines were stalled and put out of 
commission. 
Numerous signs were 


wrecked and several display cases in 
front of stores blown over. The storm 
abated somewhat towards morning but 
the stiff wind still blowing made it 
very, unpleasant. The Weather M:ui 
promises fair weather for Friday. 


.About 7:45 o'clock last night, the 


higil wind blew down the south wall 
of the Music Hall ruins. 
The great 


mass of masonry carried away the en- 
tire second 
floor, crashed into the 


Music Hall cal'e and bowling alleys and 
carried these floors into the basement. 


The bowling alleys were completely 


ruined and will have to be entirely re- 
built. Several pool and-billiard tables 
In the rear of the Music Hall cafe wore 
carried with the ruins into the base- 
ment. 


Workmen several days ago razed the 


west wall to a level with the floor of 
the theatre or this no doubt would 
have fallen with the south wall. It 
was fortunate that the wall fell to the 
north instead of the south or there 
would have been a still heavier loss. 
It is also probable that several might 
have been seriously hurt as the wall 
would have crashed onto the- roof oT 
the Whitehead livery stable. 


.Shortly after the south wall of the 


old-Music Hall fell 
in 
Wednesday 


night; Criss Bros. & Jones, undertak- 
ers, whose stable was directly east of 
the building, became alarmed, fearing 
that that part of the east wall that 


" was still standing was about to fall 


and quickly'moved their ambulances, 
wagons, horses and other property to 
a place of safety. 


Both telephone companies had some 


difficulty"with crossed telephone wires 
•but the trouble did not prove serious 
arid a few hours work straightened it 
out. 


Chicago, Feb. 22.—Catching almost 


tlie entire country, unprepared because 
it was not scheduled, the worst bliz- 
zard in many years worked havoc in 
most states yesterday and today. Tne 
storm had been 
predicted 
to move 


eastward from Texas, where the tem- 
perature fell unusually low Tuesday 
night, but instead it veered to 
the 


north and swept all the country from 
Colorado to the Atlantic coasts, in- 
cluding all of the southeast, where the] 
property damage seems greatest, ac-' 
cording to today's dispatches. 
j 


A gale attaining 60 miles an hour 


swept .the southeastern " gulf 
coast, 


doing much damage, to shipping in 
Peneacola, Fla., Blloxi arid Gulf port, 
Miss., and ,at Mobile, Ala. Interior- 
towns of Mississippi and Alabama suf- 
fered severely from cyclones; although 
no loss of life is reported from this 
cause: 


Fatalities directly attributable to the 


storm, from - various sources, 
aggre- 


gate seven, 'including two nien frozen 
to death. 
Many train wrecks 
were 


caused by the blinding blizzard, and 
two deaths resulted from this caus*. 
Thousands of. travelers who left vari- 
ous cities are marooned along - snow-- 
bound traces in all direction's. In -In- 
diana practically -the entire state is 
covered by, 10 inches ot snow, which 
still is.falling and driftingvbadly un- 
der a fierce ' tempest. 
Trains in", that 


state are attempting to move with 
four engines, the freight trains being 
abandoned and their engines assisting 
in moving passenger trains. 


In Illinois, Indiana, portions of Wis- 


consin, Michigan, Kansas and Missouri 
the snow 'averages 16 -inches,' and trac- 
tion service and schools 
have been 


abandoned until the tempest abates. . - 


The-sole ray of hope comes from 


the southwest, where rising tempera- 
tures and diminishing winds are re- 
ported.'

Ventilation. 


Ventilate your warm rooms 


by raising the windows from the 
bottom. If you follow the prac- 
tice of lowering the top sash 
only ,the heat from the reg- 
isters or radiators, being lighter 
than the surrounding atmosphere 
of the room, immediately rises 
toward the ceiling and rapidly 
finds its way out of the win- 
dow, 
while, on the other hand, 


the impure gas (carbon dioxide) 
which we exhale from the lungs, 
being heavier than air, does not 
rise when expelled from the 
body, but gradually settles down 
into the lower part of the room. 
Thus a room ventilated in this 
way has three layers of air, the 
carbon dioxide at the bottom, the 
hot air all at the top (on its way 
out of the window) and in be- 
tween the two an incoming cur- 
rent of fresh air, which, al- 
though it brings in oxygen near 
the region of the carbon dioxide, 
feels cold and raw because it 
does not get an opportunity to 
mingle with the heated air at 
the top of the room.

Taft Agrees With Plan to Raise 


Second Class Mall Rates.

Inquiry Board Advises Increasing See* 


ond Class Rates Affecting Periodi- 
cals and Newspapers From 1 Cent to 
2 Cents a Pound, but That Present 
Free In County Privilege Be Main- 
tained. 
v 


Washington, Feb. 22.—President Taft 


has sent to both houses of congress a 
special message, accompanied by the 
annual report of the postmaster gen- 
eral for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1911, and the report of the federal com- 
mission on second class mail matter. 
The""president's message is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 
In transmitting the annual report of 


the postmaster general for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1911, it gives me 
pleasure to call attention to the fact 
that the revenues for the fiscal year 
ended June 30,1911, amounted to $237,- 
$879,823.60 and that the expenditures 
amounted to $237,660,704.48, making a 
surplus of $219,118.12. For the year 
ended June 30, 1909, the postal service 
was in arrears to the extent of $17,- 
479,770.47. In the interval this very 
large deficit has been changed into a 
surplus, and that without the curtail- 
ment of postal facilities. Indeed, in the 
same time there have been established 
3,744 new postoffices, delivery by .ear- 
lier provided in 186 additional cities 
and new rural routes established, 2,516 
in number and aggregating 60,679 miles 
in extent. 


The force of postal employees has 


been increased by more than 8,000, and 
a liberal policy in the matter of sala- 
ries has been followed, so that the 
amount expended for salaries is now 
$14,000,000 more than two years ago. 
The average salary has been increased 
from $869 to $967 for rural carriers, 
$079 to $1,082 for postoffice clerks, 
$1,021 to $1,084 for city letter carriers 
and $1,108 to $1,183 for railway postal 
clerks. 


The Postal Savings System. 


The report shows that the postal sav- 


ings system was begun experimentally 
in January, 1911, and that it has now 
been extended so as to include 7,500 
presidential postofHces, which includes 
practically all of the pdstofflces of that 
class. 
Preparations- are also being 


made to establish the system at about 
40,000 fourth class offices. 
The de- 


posits in eleven months have reached a 
total of $11,000,000, distributed among 
2,710 national and state banks. 


The postmaster general recommends, 


as I have done in previous messages, 
the adoption of a parcel post,' and the 
beginning of this in the organization 
of such service on rural routes and in 
the city delivery service first. The 
placing of assistant postmasters in the 
classified service has secured greater 
efficiency. It is hoped that the same 
thing may be done with all the post- 
masters. 


The report of the postmaster general 


is full of statements of the important 
improvements in the organization and 
methods of the postal service made 
since the last annual report and of ten- 
tative drafts of legislation embodying 
certain recommendations of the depart- 
ment which need legislation to carry 
them out. 
Opposes Government Control of Tele- 


graph Lines. 


There is only one recommendation in 


which I cannot agree—that is, one 
which recommends that the telegraph 
hues in the United States should be 
made a pare of the postal system and 
operated in conjunction with the mail 
system. This presents a question of 
government ownership of public utili- 
ties which are now being conducted by 
private enterprise under franchises 
from the government. I believe that 
the true principle is that private enter- 
prise should be permitted to carry on 
such public utilities under due regula- 
tion as to rates by proper authority 
rather than that the government "should 
itself conduct them. This principle I 
favor because I do not think it in ac- 
cordance With the best public policy 
thus greatly to increase the body of 
public servants. Of course if it could 
be shown that telegraph service could 
he furnished to the public at a less 
price than it is now furnished to the 
public by telegraph companies and 
with equal efficiency the argument 
might be a strong one in favor of the 
adoption of the proposition. - 


Rut I am not satisfied from any evi- 


dence that jf these properties were 
taken over by the government they 
could be managed any more economic- 
ally or any more efficiently or that this 
would enable the government to fur- 
nish service nt any smaller rate than 
the public are now required to pay by 
private companies. 
' 


1 cannot speak wilh too great empha- 


sis of the improvement in the postoffice 
department under the present manage- 
ment. The cutting down of cost, the 
shortening of methods and the increase 
In efficiency ore shown by the statistics 
of the annual report. 


One of the most important matters 


referred to by the postmaster genera) 


fs the proposed fi:;hig of now rates of 
postage for second class mail matter. 
In connection with this subject I have 
the honor to transmit herewith the re- 
l>ort. a? the commission on second class 
auiil matter, appointed pursuant to a 
joint resolution of the Sixty-first con- 
si ess. approved March 4, 1911. 


The commission consists of Hon. 


Charles E. Hughes, associate Justice 
of (he supreme court of the United 
Stales; President A. Lawrence Lowell 
of Harvard university and Mr. Harry 
A. Wheeler, president of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce of the city of Chi- 
cago, whose character, ability and ex- 
perience command for their findings 
aud recommendations the respect and 
confidence of the congress and the 
country. 


The report discloses a most exhaus- 


tive and critical inquiry into the sub- 
ject of second class mall matter -Atter 
adequate notice to all, the parties in 
interest. Extensive hearings were held 
by the commission, at which tyie post- 
master general and the second and 
third assistant postmasters general ap- 
peared and submitted formal state- 
ments presenting the various conten- 
tions of the postoffice department, to- 
gether with all the relevant official 
data and evidence relating to the cost 
of handling and transporting second 
class mail matter. Certain of the lead- 
ing magazines were represented by 
counsel, while various other publica-" 
tions appeared by representatives and 
were heard in oral argument or permit- 
ted to' submit written briefs setting 
forth their respective reasons for op- 
posing a change in the present postage 
rate on second class mail. The second 
and third assistant postmasters gen- 
eral, together with minor officers of the 
department, were critically cross exam- 
ined by the counsel and representa- 
tives of the periodicals, and all the 
various phases of the second class post- 
age problem were made the subject of 
a most painstaking investigation. 


Says Increase Is Justified. 


The findings of the commission con- 


firm the view that the cost of handling 
and transporting second class mail 
matter is greatly in excess of the post- 
age, paid and that an increase in the 
rate is not only justified by the facts, 
but' is desirable. 


The commission reports that the evi- 


dence sub'naited for its consideration is 
sufficient to warrant a finding of the 
approximatel cost of handling and 
transporting the several classes of sec- 
ond class mail known as paid at the 
pound rate, free in county and tran- 
sient matter in so far as relates *to the 
services of tiansportation, postoffice 
cars, railway distribution, rural deliv- 
ery and certain other items of cost, but 
that it is without adequate data to de- 
termine the cost of the general post- 
office service and also what portion of 
the cost; of certain other aggregate 
services is properly assignable to .sec- 
ond class mail matter. It finds that in 
the fiscal year 1908, the period for 
which the statistics for the postoffice 
department were compiled, the cost of 
handling and transporting second class 
mail in the items of transportation, 
postoffice cars, railway distribution, ru- 
ral delivery and certain miscellaneous 
charges was approximately 6 cents a 
pound for paid at the pound rate mat- 
ter and for free in county and transient 
matter each approximately 5 cents a. 
pound and that upon this basis, as 
modified by subsequent reductions In 
the cost of railroad transportation the 
cost of paid at the pound rate matter 
for the services mentioned is now ap- 
proximately 5% cents a pound, while 
the cost of free in county and transient 
matter remains as formerly—namely, 
each at approximately 5 cents a pound. 


Since the commission has determined 


that the cost of handling and trans- 
porting second class mail is approxi- 
mately 5% cents for matter paid at 
the pound rate and approximately 5 
cents each for free in county and tran- 
sient matter, without taking into ac- 
count the cost of the general postoffice 
service and certain unassignable items 
of expense^it is apparent that the ag- 
gregate cost of all service performed 
by the postal establishment in connec- 
tion with this class of mail matter is 
considerably above that amount. 


Postal Service Self Sustaining. 


The postal service is now, for the 


first time in years, operated upon a self 
sustaining basis, and in my judgment 
this is a wise policy, but it should not 
be carried out at the expense of certain 
classes of mail matter that pay reve- 
nue largely in excess of their cost. It 
is not just that some classes of mail 
should be exorbitantly taxed to meet a 
deficiency caused by other classes the 
revenue from which is much below 
their cost of handling and carriage. 
Where such inequalities exist they 
should be removed as early as practica- 
ble. 
The business enterprises of the 


publishers of periodicals, however, have 
been built up on the basis of the pres- 
ent second class rate, and therefore it 
would be manifestly unfair to put into 
immediate effect a large increase in 
postage. 


That newspapers and magazines have 


been potent agencies for the dissemi- 
nation of public intelligence and have 
consequently borne a worthy part in 
the development of the country all 
must admit, but it is likewise true that 
the original purpose of congress in pro- 
viding for them a subvention by way 
of nominal postal charges in considera- 
tion of their value as mediums of pub- 
lic information ought not to prevent an 
increase, because they are now not 
only educational, but highly profitable. 


There is no warrant for the great dis- 


parity between existing postage rates 
on periodicals and the cost of the serv- 
ice the government performs for them. 
The aggregate postal revenues for the 
fiscal year 1911 were $237,879,823.60, 
rlerivcd mainly from the postage col- 
lected on the four classes of mail mat- 
tor • It is carefully estimated by the 
»>o&toffice department that the revenue 


derived from mall matter of the first, 
class is approximately one and one-half > 
times the cost of handling and carriage, 
that the returns from third and fourth 
class matter are slightly in excess of 
their cost of handling: and carriage and 
that while second class matter em- 
braces over 65 per cent of the entire 
weight of alMhe mail carried it never- 
theless yields little more than 5 per 
cent of the postal revenues. ' 


Reviews Recommendation*. 


The recommendations of the commis- 


sion as to the postage rates on second 
class mail are aa follows: 


First.—The rate of 2 cents a pound on 
copies mailed by publishers to subscribers, 
to news agents and as sample copies and 
by nevvs agents to their subscribers or to 
other news agents. 


Second.—The rate of 1 cent for each four 
ounces for copies mailed by other than 
publishers and news agents—that Is, the 
piesent transient rate. 
\Third —The present free in county privi- 
lege retained, but not extended. 


The commission also recommended 


that the cent a copy rate for newspa- 
pers other than weeklies and for peri- 
odicals not exceeding two ounces in 
weight and the 2 cent a copy rate 
for periodicals exceeding two ounces in 
weight when mailed at a city letter 
carrier office for local delivery be abol- 
ished. 


As to the effect and adequacy of the 


proposed increase of 1 cent a pound in 
postage the commission says: 


Such an increase will not, in the opinion 
of the commission, bring distress upon tho 
publishers of newspapers and periodicals 
or seriously interfere with the dissemina- 
tion of useful news or information 
A 
reasonable time should be allowed after 
the rate is fixed before it is put into effect. 
While the new rate will be very far from 
compensating the government for the car- 
nage and handling of second class matter, 
it will to some extent re'ieve tho existing 
burden and result in a moi e equitable ad- 
justment of rates. 


Suggests a Cost System. 


The commission suggests that the de- 


partment "maintain an adequate cost 
system so that the effect of the new 
rates may be closely observed and a 
proper basis may be secured for the 
consideration of any future proposals." 


In these recommendations the post- 


master general and I heartily concur 
and commend them to the early atten- 
tion of congress. 
The proposed in- 


crease of a cent a pound in the second 
class postage rate I believe to be most 
reasonable, and if sufficient time ia 
allowed before the change goes into 
effect it should work little serious In- 
jury to tho business of the periodical 
publishers, while equalizing, at least in 
a measure, the burdens of postal taxa- 
tion.

THE COMMISSION'S 
REPORT. 


Recommendations 
Made 
Concerning 


Second Class Mail Matter. 


The report of the commission on sec- 


ond class mail matter is an exhaustive 
document, containing a hundred pages 
of printed matter. 
-The commission, in addition'to mak- 
ing the recommendations mentioned in 
the president's message, also gives 
many statistics showing the relative 
amounts of the different classes of mail 
matter handled by the postoffice de- 
partment and the cost in detail. 


The cost and methods of handling 


mail on railway cars are also carefully 
considered. 


The report says in part: 
* 


The existing rates on second class 


matter are those established by the act 
of 1879 as amended in 1884 and 1885. 


Increase In Volume. 


Our attention has been directed to 


the fact that the postmasters general 
in their annual reports have repeatedly 
commented upon the increase in the 
volume of second class matter and 
upon the disparity between the sup- 
posed cost of transporting and han-' 
dling it in the mails and the amount 
received as postage. Their estimates 
evidently reflected the opinion of the 
officers of the department, but they 
were based upon general experience in 
the service and not upon a scientific 
ascertainment of cost. 


The first question that arises in re- 


gard to the rate is whether any dis- 
crimination' should be made between 
different kinds of second class matter. 
The plan proposed of charging a special 
rate for the portions of magazines de- 
voted to advertisements seems open to 
grave practical objections. The amount 
of space given to advertising is no cri- 
terion of the educational value of a 
magazine, and if the same provision 
were applied to newspapers the at- 
tempt to measure the space occupied 
by advertisements would involve more 
labor than is consistent with the rapid 
dispatch of the daily press. 


"\Ve conclude that whatever increase 


be made should apply alike to newspa- 
pers and periodicals admitted to the 
second class and that it is impracti- 
cable in the case of newspapers to 
charge a higher rate for space given to 
advertisements. It has been suggested 
that the proportion of this space should 
be limited for all second class matter, 
but the true definition of such matter 
is that which is devoted primarily to 
the dissemination of news and of cur- 
rent literature and instruction, aud we 
are not, convinced that this can be 
measured by an arbitrary standard of 
the proportion of space given to adver- 
tisement. 


A Serious Question. 


The question of raising the ratft ;on 


second class matter mailed by publish- 
ers and news agents for 1 cent to 2 
cents a pound is a serious one. But 
we are of opinion that the change is 
reasonable and should be made. 
A 


reasonable time should be allowed 
after the rate is fixed before it is put ) 
Into effect. "While the new rate will be 
very far from compensating the gov- 
ernment for the carriage and handling 
of second class matter, it will to some 
extent relievo the existing burden nnd 
result In a more equitable adjustment 
of rates.

N August, 17TC, General Howe and

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'PROXIMATELY 130 years 


have passed since the British 
and the colonises contended 1'or 
the mastery of the Hudson. 
Passing through those scenes oucc 
more, I endeavored to bridge the years 
aud to put'myself in spirit back iu.tlie 
"times that-tried., men's souls," but it 
was only a half success, for the face 
f t the world^has" changed since then, 
wud the light* or a new era is shmiug 
over the whole earth. 


General Washington was essentially 


a strategist.'..He has seldom beeu ex- 
celled as & planner of campaigns. He 
had a large view aud grasped the sa- 
lient points. Hooking over the field at 
the beginning of' the Revolution, he 
perceived the ^Hudson river to be the 
key to the situation. The British saw 
this likewise and ns a result tried to 
march the ill fated Burgoyue through 
from Canada. 
Burgoyue nearly suc- 


ceeded, and the United States of Amer- 
ica came just that near never to being 
born. 


The British plan was to cut off New 


England from the remainder of the 
colonies. 
The natural way to bring 


about this result was to capture and 
hold the Hudson. The attempts did 
not end \?ith JJurgoyne. They did not 
finally, die until smothered in the dis- 
grace of Arnold. 
From the British 


standpoint the campaign to control the 
great river -was ill starred. Beginning 
with the surrender of an important 
army, it ended -with an attempted trea- 
son that failed. It was near success 
two or three times, but by such small 
misses the history, of empires is chang- 
ed. Xever did the control of the Hud- 
son pass out of the hands of the Amer- 
ican forces. Had sit done so, had. the 
news of his advancejDeen carried from 
Howe to Burgoyne 1i little sooner or 
had Andre escaped arrest so that AT 


There is a sharp curve in the Hudson 
here, and this, with Constitution island, 
makes the narrowest spot below Al- 
bany. From West Point to Constitu- 
tion island another aud larger chain 
was thrown, and a number of strong 
forts were established for its protec- 
tion. So formidable were these wo,:ks 
that the British never attempted their 
reduction by arms. Instead they tried 
to gain control through the treason of 
Benedict Arnold, who had maneuvered 
to get the command in the Highlands. 
The capture of Andre exposed Ar- 
nold's plans and saved the Hudson. 
Had it been taken at this time Wash- 
ington could scarcely have gone south 
lo trap Cornwallis, nor could he have 
got the French across the river from 
Rhode Island. Without their aid the, 
campaign against Cornwallis would not 
have been undertaken. Thus the out- 
come of the entire war might have 
been changed and the progress of the 
human race with it. On such slight 
hinges does history turn. 


After the surrender of Cornwallis 


Washington established' his headquar- 
ters at Kewburg to be in position to 
continue his hold on the Highlands and 
to -watch the British In New York. 
Here he remained practically till the 
end of the war. Here also he put an 
end to a formidable conspiracy among 
-his officers, of which little is said. In 
history. There were' more perils in 
those days than the student sees from- 
this comfortable distance. 


It is the fortune of the writer to pass 


frequently among the scenes of that 
historic day. From my window as I 
write I look across the Hudson to 
West Point. Then it was in the wilder- 
ness, covered with freshly thrown up 
earthworks defended by a handful of 
half fed and half clothed men. Now 
it is the seat of the greatest military.

nold could have carried out his infa- 
mous bargain, how the destiny of man- 
kind might have been altered! 


Weshington seized on the Highlands 


as the most effective point at -which to 
defend the Hudson. The Highlands 
consist of a range of small mountains 
crossing the river in the neighborhood 
of West Point. 


On the east shore the hills are com- 


paratively low at the south, beginning 
•with Anthony's Nose. Farther to the 
north the mountains are more bold. 
The highest point near the river on ei- 
ther side is Mount Taurus, 1,425 feet 
high. This is on the east shore Just 
north << Cold Spring, -which, was 
named by Washington. 


Ou the -west shore are three peaks- 


Bear mountain in the soutn, 1,314 feet 
in height, and to the extreme north 
are the fine double mountain called 
CroTv's Nest, 1,405 feet high, ancl its 
nearoy neighbor, Storm King, the last 
of the range, -which' brushes the clouds 
at a height of 1,389 feet. These ele- 
vations will not seem great perhaps 
to those familiar with the Alps, the 
Rockies and other, real mountnin 
rnnges, taut in this case figures are 
slightly misleading. 
It must be re- 


membered that all elevations are reck- 
oned from soa level. The plateau sur- 
rounding the average great mountnin 
range Is often a "mile or more in 
height, while the Highlands of the 
Hudson rise sheer from the river's 
edge, which is at tidewater. 


The successive steps of the British 


and the Americans in the struggle to 
control the country's then chief water- 
Tvay are familiar to every schoolboy, 
BO that they need be but briefly sketch- 
ed here. After the surrender of Bnr- 
'goyne the first movement of Impor- 
tance made in the valley by the Brit- 
ish was that in which Stony Point and 
other nearby strongholds fell into 
their hands. It was but shortly after- 
ward that Washington asked General 
Wayne, the "Mad Anthony" so dear 
to the popular heart, if he would un- 
dertake the rec.ipture of Stony Point. 
The 
characteristic 
reply 
Is 
good 


enough to have been really maoTe, 
whether actually uttered or not: "I 
would storm h—, sir, if you would 
plau it." The brilliant victory gained 
by Wayne nt Stony Point did much to 
hearten Ihe colonists. 


A small chain had been placed across 


the Hudson at Fort Montgomery, which 
fell into the hands of the British with 
the fort. Thoso disasters stirred Wash- 
ington to redoubled efforts to hold the 
river. His minrl hit upon West Point 
us the spot most easily defended. 


school on''earth. Yet this glory is .the 
result of that sacrifice. Often as I 
h'eur the drums of the West Point of 
today my mind goes back to those oth- 
er drums that beat the reveille in the 
morning of the republic. It is an in- 
spiring thing to watch the purposes of 
God as they develop into the growing 
happiness of man. 


Not long jSiuce I went up the Hud- 


son by moonlight. The boat sped mer- 
rily, but so great was the enchantment 
of the scene,that one forgot its mo- 
tion and lived only in the witchery of 
the water and of the night. All other 
senses were, lulled, and I became only 
a detached and impersonal vision. As 
we sped ou our way I sought to recre- 
ate the scenes that had transpired on 
these shores 130 years before. 
The 


mists of the moonlight made this the 
more easy, for in it I could outline the 
ghostly forms of soldiers and the 
wraiths of camp and column, of bris- 
tling bayonets and shining standards. 


While swinging out on the broad 


and gleaming bosom of Tappan bay, as 
the magnificent sweep of the river Is 
called from Irvington to Croton Point, 
my eye went past Tarrytown to Sleepy 
Hollow, which Irving has made loved 
of all the world. Here Audre was cap- 
tured, and once again in my heart I 
-went over the mighty issues that hung 
upon the discovery of the papers he 
carried. 
So great was the peril of 


that early time that I found myself in- 
wardly gasping in the fear that he 
might escape and that treason might 
overcome the young republic, not In 
open fight, but by assassination. 


Through long miles of moon tipped 


water we pass, so glassed in peace that 
one can hardly feel that it carried on 
its bosom the contending hosts of what 
are now earth's two mightiest nations. 
Out of Tappan zee we glide into Hav- 
erstraw bay, where the shores grow 
more rugged and the river narrows to- 
ward Verplanck's and Stony Point. 
We steal by Treason hill, on the left, 
immortalized in infamy as the meeting 
place between Arnold and Andre. To 
the right, however, Js a spot of fairei1 
repute, the plain on which Baron Steu- 
ben drilled the Continental army. 


And now wo approach the key of the 


Highlands, the "Gibraltar of the Hud- 
son," West Point. Despite the mar- 
tial character of the place, it looks very 
peaceful in the moonlight. Opposite 
is Constitution island, which is not.nn 
island at all, being only separated from 
the east shore by a morass. On this 
point old Fort Constitution stood, and 
to it one end of tho famous c,UaI0 
across the Hudson was anchored.
